The  Bust  Half  Dollar 

The  Bust  Half  Dollar  -  a  beautiful  Turban  Head  coin,  was  designed  by  John  Reich,  a  German  slave  freed  from 
servitude  by  a  United  States  Mint  Official. 

I  he  Bust  Half  Dollar  is  one  of  the  most  interesting  of  all  American  coins  due  to  the  varieties  and  die  states. 
With  minor  changes,  the  design  has  remained  constant  for  thirty  years.  Yet,  the  Bust  Half  Dollar  remains  one 
of  the  most  overlooked  series  in  the  entire  United  States  coinage.  Because  the  Bust  Half  was  the  largest 
denomination  in  circulation,  as  silver  dollars  were  not  struck  for  general  use  from  1804  through  1840,  they 
were  pressed  into  wide  circulation  as  coins  of  the  realm.  Only  a  small  quantity  of  mint  states  examples  have 
survived. 

We  feel  that  the  Bust  Type  Half  Dollar  has  one  of  the  brightest  futures  and  we  expect  many  new  collectors  to 
pursue  this  fascinating  field  of  numismatics.
